Dr. Freeman at Inquest. 

Dr. Freeman, who was taken 
into custody after Saunders died, 
and held in the Marietta jail for 
investigation, was present during 
the inquest today: 

All witnesses questioned _testi- 

‘that Saunders sat in.the truck, 


Fthe upper half of his body ablaze, 


his arms waving ‘feebly, and made 
no attempt to get out. 

Twelvée-year-old Juanita Smith, 
in whose parent’s yard the burn- 
ing occurred, said that when Saun- 
ders and Dr. J; S. Freeman came 
to the house: shortly before 9 
o’clock Saunders appeared 
“drowsy-like, and sick.” 

Taken From Truck Alive. 

Saunders was taken from the 
truck alive: after the fire had been 
extinguished with dirt, and died 
three hours later in a. Marietta 
Lospital without regaining con- 
sciousness. Wadded burlap sacks, 
soaked with gasoline were found 
unburned on the floor of the car, 
piled against an old battery which 
Saunders had taken from the 
Smith’s kitchen, the evidefice dis- 


_| closed. 


Witnessés who arrived at the 
scene shortly after the blaze 
started, all said that the upper 
part of Saunders’ body was badly 
burned, his legs and trousers not 
The truck was hardly 
damaged by the fire. 

Dr. J. C. Yancey, a_ retired 
physician, one of the first to reach | 
the scene, said that Saunders’ face | 
had been burned black, but his 
trousers were not burned. “His | 
face was cooked, as if by a flash,” 
the doctor stated. 3

day, but was soon released when 
she gave up $100,000 worth of 
jewels as assurance that she would 
return to face the government’s 
charge of non-payment of $284,000 
income tax in 1936-37.

TESTIFIES. BEFORE 
MONOPOLY GROUP 
ABOUT GEORGIA 


‘Entertained’’ Solons To 
Persuade Them Not To 
Pass Bills Unfavorable 
to Life Insurance Firms.

WASHINGTON, June 14, 
Testifying before the federal 
monopoly committee, Robert 
L Cooney, of Atlanta, ine 
spector of agencies for the New 
York Life Insurance Company 
in Georgia today described 


methods employed by insure 


ance companies to prevent 
passage of unfavorable legisla- 
tion in the state. 


The Atlanta man admitted he 
had. “entertained” several mem- 
bers of the Georgia legislature 
with a view toward persuading 
them not to introduce bills which 
they had under consideration af- 
fecting insurance companies. The 
entertainment, he asserted, con- 
sisted merely of lunches or din- 
ners at his home, 1810 Ponce’ de 
Leon, because he did not like to 
bother the members while on the 
floor. 

Georgia Not Typical. 

Vincent Whitsitt, general coun- 
sel and manager for the Associa- 
tion. of: Life -Inmurance Presidents, 
also testifi “Georgia, where... 
members of the legislature were 
dined and given other “favors, " 
and in Florida, where a compre 
hensive card index was kept to 
show the attitudes of each leg-~ 
islator, were “not typical” of the 
association’s legislative efforts. 

“There is no typical state, every 
state is different. These were two 
of our busiest states, and they 
have given us many headaches so 


‘| far as objectionable taxation leg- 


islation is concerned.” 
Not All Acts Approved. 

In response to a question, he 
told Chairman O’Mahoney, Dem- 
ocrat, Wyoming, that there “may 
have been some things done in 
Georgia, for instance, I would not 
have approved if I had been in 
charge.”

Describes Lobbying Methods.

Service During Rushes. 


A general improvement in street 
car, bus and taxicab service ap- 
peared likely forg Atlanta as the 


short life of 10-cent taxicabs offi- 
cially ended at midnight last 
night. 

Preston S. Arkwright, president 
of the Georgia Power Company, 
said improvements in the street 
railway and bus systems would 
include the following: 

1. Additional buses for the 
Piedmont-Stewart line and _ the 
Virginia-Noble line. Four already 
have been added. 

2. A new schedule for five-cent 
shoppers’ busses calling for their 
operation to begin at 8:30 o’clock 
in the morning—an hour earlier 
than previously—and end at 6:30 
o’clock in the afternoon. 

More Short Lines Seen. 

3. Investigation into the feasi- 
bility of other short-haul bus 
lines at a five-cent fare without 
transfer privilages and operated 
during non-rush hours. 

4. More frequent service on 
street car lines to relieve to the 
greatest practicable extent the 
temporarily overcrowded condi- 
tion of some cars during rush 
hours. 

At the same time A. L. Belle 
Isle, president of the Black & 
White Cab Company, declared 
through his representative, Bruce 
Moran, that a constant stream of 
new and modern cabs would be 
fed into the cab system to give 
the public the best possible 
service, 

Belle Isle said his company 
would attempt to maintain a fleet 
of around 180 cabs at all times. He 
added that an effort would be 
made to keep more cabs on the 
hotel stands for transporting pas- 
sengers to and from the railroad 
and bus stations. 

Belle Isle said the fleet of ap- 
proximately 15 Economy cabs 
| would have: to be taken off the 
street temporarily for repainting. 

Discussing the proposed im- 
provements in street car and bus 
service, Arkwright called atten- 
tion to the fact that “major 
changes in a metropolitan trans- 
portation system eannot be made 
overnight, but much work already 
had been done and other improve- 
ments now are under way.” 

No Definite Plans. 

He said the company was not in 
position to announce definite plans 
concerning the operation of addi- 
tional five-cent bus lines as offi- 
cials were not certain the lines 
could be justified. As to past im- 
provements he said: 

“As so6n as the bottom of the 
‘depression had passed, the trans- 
portation department of this com- 
pany began a long-range program 
of modernizing its service and its 
equipment. The trackless trolleys 
now so satisfactorily serving Col- 
lege Park, East Point and Hape- 
ville are a part of it. So are the 
shoppers’ special buses. So are the 
large buses which replaced street 
cars on’ the Piedmont-Ansley- 
Morningside-Stewart avénue line. 
Last year we planned to improve |: 
service.on the latter line still 
further by the _ substitution of 
trackless trolleys, and this was 
abandoned only because the people 
in the sections served said they 
didn’t want it. The Pine-Cooper 
bus line, the Luckie-Techwood bus 
line, extensive track work and 
other less prominent improvements 
are further proof of the active 
modernization program in recent 
years.”

F< LONG POLICY FIGHT 


~ExtensiveChange inWPA 
+ Practices Ordered by 
_ Measure; Passage Is 
Expected Tomorrow. 


WASHINGTON, June 14.—()— 
A new relief bill, ordering exten- 
sive changes in WPA practices and 
appropriating $1,477,000,000 to fi- 
mance the agency through another 
year, started through congress to- 
day as the culmination of months 
of fighting over relief policies and 
expenditures. 
esenting the measure to the 
house on behalf of the appropria- 
ons eommittee, Representative 
Woodrum, Democrat, Virginia, was 
roundly cheered when he said it 
would “clean up WPA,” eliminate 
“the relief racketeer,” and make 
the nation’s relief dollar assist a 
greater number of people. 

For the Republican minority of 
the committee, Representative Ta- 
ber, of New York, asserted that 
the majority had “tried as far as 
they could to improve the admin- 
istrative setup and method of op- 
eration of WPA,” but should, in- 
stead, have brought in a bill de- 
centralizing relief by turning its 
administration over to the states 
and localities. 

With these developments, the 
house began a three-day battle 
over the measure, a contest which 
all concede will result some time 
Friday evening in passage of the 
bill, but which is expected to bring 
several sharp conflicts over its in- 
dividual provisions. 

No difficulty was expected over 
the amount appropriated, for the 
committee recommended exactly 
the sum requested by President 
Roosevelt. The controversies were 
expected to arise over restrictions 
the measure places upon the 
spending of the money. 

Foremost among these, to judge 
by today’s debate, was a limitation 
of $25,000 upon the total cost of 
any WPA project. 

Another was an outright prohi- 
bition upon all projects wholly fi- 
nanced by the federal government. 
Related to this was another order 
that the federal theater project be 
discontinued on July 1.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—(7)— 
Prospects for further negotiations 
to end labor’s civil war seemed 
to vanish tonight as John L. Lewis, 
CIO leader, flatly asserted it was 
“impossible to deal with the pres- 
ent AFL negotiating committee. 

“The AFL is still under the con- 
trol of a small group, firmly en- 
trenched and reactionary in their 
attitude toward public questions. 
who are tolerant of many evil 
conditions existing in the federa- 
tion,” he told reporters. 

He spoke after a day-long ses- 
sion of the CIO executive board, 
at which a report of the CIO peace 
negotiating committee was re- 
ceived. The committee, at the be- 
hest of President Roosevelt, dis- 
cussed peace with an AFL com- 
mittee but the talks were broken 
off months ago. 

_. Lewis said the leadership of the 
AFL was working with industrial 
and financial interests to labor in 
an attempt to emasculate the CIO 
‘ “and bring about a crystallization 
of anti-Ne-v Deal sentiment in the 
country.” 

_ He characterized AFL policy as 
one of “rule or ruin” and said the 
federation had threatened to defeat 
@ congressional appropriation for 
United States participation in the 
International Labor Organization 
at Geneva unless it was given all 
the labor representatives. 

The CIO, Lewis added, will push 

shead with its organizing cam- 
paign among non-union workers, 
and will hold its second annual 
convention in San Francisco Oc- 
tober 10. 
William Green, president of the 
AFL, commented that “the leader 
of the CIO again has blocked la- 
bor peace.” The AFL, Green as-

Memorial Hospital Dedicated as Instruments To Fight 
Malady Are Announced; ‘Perisphere’ Tube Generates 
Equivalent of $90,000,000 Worth of Radium. 


NEW YORK, June 14.—(?)— 
The world’s largest cancer insti- 
tution, the new Memorial hospital 
here, was dedicated today with an- 
nouncement of some new X-ray 
instruments for saving life. 

One is a bit of metal as big 


as the last three-quarters of an 
inch of the end of a lead pencil. 
It is a new kind of X-ray meter, 
made to lay on the skin at the 
spot where X-rays are being 
given. 

This meter, for the first time, 
enables physicians to measure the 
rays as they enter the body. It 
is expected to control one of the 
serious problems of X-ray treat- 
ment, which is the unknown fluc- 
tuation of the rays. Those enter- 
ing the body are not of the same 
voltage as the X-ray tube. 

To save life from cancer it is 
important to give the very highest 
“dosage” without burning healthy 
tissue. Frequently this has been 
impossible because the doctor 
could not tell, from minute to min- 
ute, exactly how much X-rays 
were entering the body. 

Another new instrument is a 
“nerisphere” whose hollow walls

That school plants are not used enough, is 
the contention. No factory could operate suc- 
cessfully with so much time closed down, he 
argues. 

Mr. Landrum then calls on the educators of 
Texas to help solve their state’s problem by 
studying the devising of means to save school 
money, rather than by continually seeking to 
increase the amounts taken out of the state 
treasury. Condemning too much spending on 
new school buildings, he states: 

“True economy in education is to spend more 
money on brains and less on bricks. Use the 
bricks full time and double shift. Use the 
brains to savé on the bricks fo..we can hire 
better brains.” 

The situation in Georgia may not be exactly 
analogous with that in Texas. Yet undoubtedly 
there is too great a tendency by Georgia edu- 


- eators to demand every possible, or impossible, 
cent for public education, even at the cost of 


' crippling other government functions,

Better salaries for teachers should attract 


_ better faculty brains, some of which could, as 


Mr. Landrum suggests, be concentrated upon 

the problem of securing better education for all

National Town Meeting 

A gradual return.to the type of pure de- 
mocracy that found its expression, in the early 
days of this nation, in the New England town 
meeting, is taking place today, but on national 
scale. Statistics used by Dr. George Gallup, of 
the American Institute of Public Opinion, in a 
recent speech verify this trend. 

Hitherto, direct and uncontaminated ex- 
ercise of the democratic method of deciding 
issues was possible only when a community 
Was so small that all of its citizens and voters 
could meet together, in one place, and openly 


discussion with a prompt and fearless vote by 
all those present. This was the town meeting. 

As the nation grew, however, it became im- 
possible for all citizens of many communities 
to meet together. Their numbers were too 
great. At the same time problems became more 
and more national in scope. It became in- 
creasingly difficult to place all angles of any 
issue before all the people and the only way in 
which a decision could. be reached was by the 
cumbersome method of national election—an 
election often unavoidably delayed until many 
of the voters had forgotten vital issues in- 
volved. 

Today, however, the almost universal read- 
ing of newspapers and ownership of radios is 
restoring that town meeting method of problem 
presentation while Dr. Gallup himself, and his 
institute, provide through their “test polls” of 
public opinion a method for immediate ex- 
pression of the views of the entire nation. 

In the last presidential election, for instance, 
45,000,000 people cast votes. Of these 40,000,000 
read at least one daily newspaper, 40,000,000 
owned radios and only 2,250,000 were without 
both newspaper and radio. | 

Through the columns of the néwspapers and 
from speakers over the radio, full information 
on national problems can thus be carried, within 
a few hours, to every corner of the nation. 
These two agencies make possible a simultane- 
ous presentation of issues and of arguments on 
both sides. Then, through the Gallup polls, 
those who read and listen may make known 
their decision. 

Someday, perhaps, invention will perfect a 
machine by which cross debate may be carried 
on before the entire nation and, by another 
machine, the nation may immediately vote its 
reply. 

Today we are approaching such condition. 
Through the daily newspapers and the radio, 
supplemented by the Gallup polls, we have 
recreated on national scale the principal ad- 
vantages of the democratic town meeting of old. 


Movies As Art 


Few of the millions who daily patronize mo- 
tion picture theaters think of the screen enter- 
tainment they witness as art in the sense that 
great painting or sculpture is art. Frankly, 
most of the pictures shown are not. Now and 
then, however, a picture is made which, for 
one reason or another, is worthy of preserva- 
tion as an example of the progress made in 
picture making as one of the very real modern 
arts. ‘ 

In New York, at the Museum of Modern Art, 
they have for four years been gathering to- 
gether a film library, to keep for posterity, as 
evidence of the art of the screen and its de- 
velopment. Now, through series of daily pro- 
jections, they are showing their collection to all 
who care to visit the museum. There are 70 
films arranged in 30 separate programs. Thus 
it requires 30 consecutive days to show them all, 
when the series is restarted. 

Among the films in this collection are such 
ancient triumphs as “The Great Train Robbery” 
(1903); “Queen Elizabeth” with Sarah Bern- 
hardt (1912); “The New York Hat,” with Mary 
Pickford and Lionel Barrymore (1912); “A Fcol 
There Was,” with Theda Bara (1914), and “The 
Birth of a Nation.” Later productions in the 
collection include “The Cabinet of Dr. Caligari,” 
“The Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse,” “The 
Covered Wagon,” “Robin Hood,” with Douglas 
Fairbanks; “Moana of the South Seas,” “Little 
Caesar,’ “Anna Christie,” with Greta Garbo; 
the first “Mickey Mouse” and the first “Silly 
Symphony.” 

Oldest of all is a film that requires only one 
minute to show, made in 1895, “The Execution 
of Mary, Queen of Scots.” 

In addition there are French, German and 
Swedish films in the collection. 

These are some of the screen productions 
which have been considered worthy of preserva- 
tion as outstanding examples, all of them, of 
their particular period in the history of picture 
making. Many of them appear ridiculous to us, 
yet they mark their own epochs in finest style. 
Perhaps some picture we see today may, in 
future years, not only be considered fit for 
similar preservation, but seem just as ridiculous 
to some future generation as do these ancient 
efforts appear to us. 

In any event it is interesting to learn that 
some motion pictures, at least, have won recog- 
nition as serious art, to be seen in the same 
institution which hangs world-famous pictures 
and which boasts its great collection of sculp- 
ture.

There 
is the story that, in spite of all the President’s expansive geniality, 
the royal couple’s first lunch with the Roosevelts was a sad frost, 
passing in the same uncomfortable semi-silence which marked the 


-meal offered the King’s brother, Edward, by.the Coolidges. There 


is the story that, at Hyde Park, the King and President settled’ be- 
tween them all sorts of high political questions. 

Some of these, like the last, are patently untrue. Some seem. to 
be reasonably well supported. But, at any rate, they are mere trivia 


of the sort the visit of the King and Queen was bound to produce... 


The important thing is that the visit, on the whole, was admirably 
managed, and did leave behind the splendid impression aforesaid, 


WASTED OPPORTUNITIES? Curiously enough, however, the 


‘results of the visit do not seem » 


to have been wholly satisfactory to certain officials in the King’s 
and Queen’s entourage. The reception of the King-and Queen. was 
more_than satisfying to the English diplomats in Washington, so 


that the significance of this minor note of discontent should not be. 


exaggerated. Yet it is interesting, as casting some light on what 
was hoped from the visit. : 

Two things were found disappointing by these men in the royal 
suite. In the first place, they intimated privately,:in talks with 
reporters following the King and Queen, that they had rather ex- 
pected a dramatic presidential utterance, on the old theme of the 


“unity of the democracies,” to give special point to the occasion. The : 


opportunity for such an utterance undoubtedly existed, in the toasts 
that were exchanged by King and President, and in the other short 
speeches which both made from time to time. The opportunity was 
not seized. 

In the second place, the same men made a number of quiet 
efforts to persuade the American reporters to play up the‘strictly 
political aspects of the royal visit. They intimated that, if the 
American press would only stress the theme of democratic unity, 
it would be unnecessary for the President to do so. The general 
idea was that it was tragic to waste such a glorious chance to scare 
the daylights out of the dictatorships.

DOUBLE-ACTION GESTURE Nevertheless, it is quite clear 


that the wise course was fol- 


lowed. Certainly, when the President pressingly invited the King 


and Queen to come to this country he had in mind possible reper- 
cussions abroad. Certainly, their days in this country were the chief 
objective of the King’s and Queen’s trip. One member of their suite 
is said to have remarked, “Isn’t it fortunate that Canada was where 
it is, to give a good éxcuse for coming over?”

Even if the King and 
Queen had journeyed westward, to visit Chicago, as they are un- 
derstood to have wanted to do, the little side expedition might have 
been interpreted as an effort to woo the isolationist west. As it 
was, the greatest care was wisely exercised by all concetned, and 
no suspicions were stirred or nerves set to quivering. 

In fact, the royal visit has proved one more demonstration of 
the President’s talent for double-action gestures. The infuriated 
tone of the German press made it clear that, even without pointing 
up, the visit had the desired effect in Europe. And, in this coun- 
try, it was accepted simply as a splendid holiday pageant, centering 
around two surprisingly attractive people. On numerous previous 
occasions the President has made gestures intended to look different 
at home and abroad. He will make more of them. And, as these

RELIEF REMAINS Relief and its problems have faded from 
* the front pages: to the inside columns. 
inefficiency fell flat, Public interest waned. 
Yet the lines of those applying for relief remain as long as ever. 
The problems of human wretchedness are as acute,. The sum 
of human misery remains unreduced. ‘The number, of star- 
vation cases received at Grady hospital, called by iter names 
such as malnutrition or pellagra, remain about: stable. They afl 
have as their basis hunger. Pellagra is another name for starvation. 
The problems of the workers, their revenue depleted, have not 
faded. The allotment from the state to Fulton county for special 
assistance cases was drastically reduced in May, the cut being from 
$53,700 monthly to $33,000. : 
There are three types of social security assistance: old age as- 
sistance, aid to dependent children and aid to the blind. Under the 
law all cases accepted must be given sufficient funds for “reason- 
able subsistence compatible with decency and health.” Obviously 
then, the number of cases accepted definitely is limited by the funds 
at hand. Few families receive more than 75 per cent of their full 
needs but the law permits that much deficiency. 
So much for a brief and inadequate outline of the background. 


WHAT GOES ON This is no time for suspicion, for charges or 

for anger. The county commissioners are 
doing the best job they can. The welfare workers are doing a faith- 
ful job under pressure. They need more trained workers. The day 
ought to come when only trained workers will be on the job. Mean- 
while there is need for understanding. I asked the department for 
a case which would illustrate what special assistance means: It is 
a case obtained by reaching into the files, and not through special 
selection. The names are changed to avoid embarrassment to the 
family. Otherwise the facts are as stated. The case is not unusual, 
being routine. It is: 

“Back in March, 1936, a pale, underweight little man applied to 
the Fulton county welfare department for assistance-for his wife 
and seven children. Until he became ill from infected teeth Mr. 
B had managed to struggle along independently and take care of 
his family by employment on WPA. Never had he been able to 
earn a great deal because he had been denied educational and train- 
ing opportunities as a child. Reared on a tenant farm, he had had 
to stop school when quite young to do farm labor. At the time of 
the application the social worker found that Mrs. B’s frail physical 
condition was due to asthma and heart disease. The baby, Joyce, 
although a year and five months old, weighed only 11 3-4 pounds. 
Arrangements were made for free medical care for the family 
through a clinic. In addition to the regular relief allowance, the 
children were provided with milk. The father soon shawed im- 
provement, being able to return to work. : 

“Ill fortune overtook Mr. B again in the early part of 1937, when 
he had a bad fall and broke several ribs. Three months later he 
passed away after several days’ critical illness with pneumonia— 
the result of trying to continue to do heavy work outdoors in cold 
weather when his resistance was low. 

“ “In July, 1937, it was possible for the county welfare depart- 
ment to make plans for the family’s care through an aid to de- 
pendent children’s grant, available through the social security pro- 
gram. This grant was much more adequate to meet the family’s ac- 
tual budgetary needs than the relief allowance given from local 
funds had been. As the family lived out in Fulton county near 
Fairburn, it was now possible to work out arrangements for -the 
children’s transportation back and forth to the Grady hospital clinic. 
Martha, the oldest daughter, was able to get proper treatment for a 
throat ailment. Mary’s eyes were examined and glasses secured. 
She also had infected tonsils, which were removed. Plans were 
made with the school for the children to receive free school supplies. 

“With the department’s services and jts regular aid to dependent 
children assistance, Mrs. B was ab o ‘carry on.’ The county 
school reported that all the children attended regularly and showed 
marked. improvement during the 1937-1938 term. 

“Were it not for the aid to dependent children grant from the 
county welfare department, Mrs. B would have no means in the 
world to care for her children. She is still suffering from asthma, 
but this does not keep her from devoting her entire energies to her 
duties in the home.” 


THE BIG PROBLEM There remains, of course, the big prob- 
lem. There is no need trying to avoid 
the fact that there are 11,000,000 people unemployed. It is esti- 
mated that of that number about 2,500,000 would be unemployables 
even if al] industry were at capacity. Yet we cannot escape our 
major problem. 
_ It is the problem which may wreck the Democratic party when 
it goes before the people in 1940.. It is the problem which the Re- 
publicans will take as their chief issue. That they offer no solution 
will not remove the dissatisfaction. The Republicans cannot make 
the mistake of attempting to turn back the clock on social reforms 
already attained. 

Relief grows out of unemployment. Therefore it is something 
to understand. It is not to be viewed as something which has been 
created. _It ought to go down as pay rolls go up. Creating work 
is the big job. The political faction which can solve that on a 
sound basis will place itself in power for a long period of time. °

In the second place, the President, having complete command of 
the army and navy, can begin a conflict, either defensive or offen- 
sive, without consulting anybody. And when the first blow is struck, 
the country will have no choice but to support what the President

Extolled by Clergyman 
in Flag Day Address 
Before Elks Lodges. 


A feeling tribute to liberty by 
Rabbi David Marx, in the course 


seeming evils of democracy are 
insignificant in comparison to the 
blessings we enjoy,” marked At- 
Janta’s observance of Flag Day 
yesterday. 

His address, delivered last night 
on the lawn. of the Elks Club, 
Peachtree street, to members of 
Atlanta, Decatur- and East Point 
lodges, was among several devoted 
to praise of American institutions 
and the necessity for —— in 
preserving them from angers, 
especially Fascism. 

Among the speakers were Mrs.

Mitchell Tileston, pastor of United

The address of Dr. Marx, before 
the Elks, was the feature of pa- 
triotic pageantry the order has fol- 
lowed since 1908—the first frater- 
nal organization to require in its 
regular ritual a day of observance 
to the American flag. 

Intoned by Dr. I. H. Etheridge, 
exalted ruler of the Atlanta lodge, 
the history of flags over America 
was enacted by a degree team, 
with the nine flags that have 
waved over her broad acres being 
exhibited to a crowd seated under 
the spreading trees on the lawn.

“In 
this they were successful. Yea, 
even more than that. Upon the 
sound foundations of their con- 
ceiving, futvre ages could adapt 
the edifice constructed to meet the 
changing national requirements. 
“They had felt the sting of the 
tyranny of rank and class, of po- 
litical chicancery and _ religious 
bigotry. Therefore, having de- 
clared for the rights of man to 
liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness, they eagerly sought to se- 
cure these rights for every one 
and not for a privileged few. They 
knew the dangers inherent in des- 
potisms, religious or political. 
They, however, respected the di- 
vine image in every man and re- 
fused to make the state the arbiter 
of any man’s religious convictions 
or the lack of them. Wisely they 
wrote into the constitution and the 
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bill of rights the guarantee of the 
freedom of conscience. 

“They had been unjustly dealt 
with as rebellious children, be- 
cause they had dared criticize in- 
justice in high places. They had 
refused to be muzzled. They 
had spoken freely. They would 
secure to -others .that privilege. 


So they declared for freedom of 
thought and of speech, oral, writ- 
ten or printed. 

“For these human liberties and 
constitutional guarantees, we have 
asymbol. This symbol is not some 
congecrated spot. It is not a per- 


son. It is not rank nor title. This) 


symbol is the flag of our country. 
“Under its protection there is no 
place for hatreds that would sep- 
arate men. Under its production 
there is no place for religious in- 
tolerance, which is always irrelig- 
ious. Under its protection, there 
is no place for assumptions of 
racial superiority in this crucible 
of the races of the earth. Beneath 
the folds of “Old Glory,” there is 
no room for the subversive activ- 
ities, whether home-grown. or im- 
ported, that under one guise or 
another assume a virtue they do 
not possess—activities, all bent 
upon the overthrow of liberty. 


“Communism, Fascism, Naziism” 

are equally spew and spawn of 
the dark ages. The enemies of 
the republic most to be feared 
are not the armed forces of 
other lands. Rather are they 
the idealogies that are alien to 
the thought of all liberty-loving 
men, 


“Adequate defense upon land and 
sea is essential to call a halt to 
peoples who fear only material 
strength. But here at home, in the 
enlightened minds and _ under- 
standing hearts of a united people 
must the rampants be raised and 
active resistance be made against 
the insiduous propaganda of total- 
itarian states, 

“We must realize, you and I, 
that the seeming evils in democ- 
racy are insignificant in compari- 
son to the blessings we enjoy. 
America is organized for peace and 
the destruction of war. Therefore 
we exercise patience and forebear- 
ance. Therefore we tolerate a li- 
cense in speech and action, which 
in totalitarian lands would mean 
concentration camp or death. 

“We believe in the due process 
of law. We do not believe in the 
violent overthrow of government, 
We believe that for us as a peo- 
ple, there is no form of government 
superior to the American way. We 
believe that an enlightened public 
conscience will, in good time, turn 
the light upon the termites that 
feed upon the structure and clean 
the house of those unfit to appre- 
ciate its shelterage.” 


PASTOR LAUDS FLAG 
AS SOURCE OF HOPE 

Speaking for the Atlanta Chap- 
ter, Sons of the American Revo- 
lution, the Rev. Mitchell Tileston, 
pastor of the United Liberal 
church, in a Flag Day broadcast 
at 4:15 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon over Station WGST, de- 
clared:

British Plan. Economic 
Reprisals; Food Supply 
in Tientsin Concessions 
Is Practically Cut Off. 


By The Associated Press. 

A bitter quarrel between Great 
Britain and Japan -at_ Tientsin, 
important North China port, in- 
volving the century-old _ special 
status of Occidental powers in 
China appeared to be a tighter 
deadlock than ever today. 3 

Japanese military officers at 
Tientsin, apparently working with 
a free hand from Tokyo, tighten- 
ed their blockade about the city’s 
British and French concessions 
and imposed five new conditions 
for amicable settlement of the 
quarrel. 

The British government, indi- 
cated it would take “appropriate 
measures” in retaliation for the 
blockade. R. A. Butler, foreign un- 
dersecretary, said the government 
had not yet decided what action 
would be taken and that it would 
depend on Japanese actions. In- 
formed sources said the reprisals 
probably would be economic. 

Long Existing Tension. 

The quarrel, bringing to a head 
tension between Japan and the 
European powers which has exist- 
ed since the beginning of Japan’s 
invasion of China nearly two 
years ago, had its immediate roots 
in the refusal of British authori- 
ties to hand over to the Japanese 
four alleged terrorists. | 

While the British have offered 
to settle the dispute, through a 
three-power commission, Japanese 
insisted on outright delivery of the 
four Chinese. Today they added 
five new’ demands for amicable 
settlement, declaring the British 
must quit protecting “anti-Japa- 
nese and Communistic” elements,

The Japanese said they would 
keep the British and French con- 
cessions isolated until the new de- 
‘mands are met. The population of 
these areas; 120,000, including 
5,000 foreigners, was virtually cut 
off from. food and other supplies, 
and traffic of foreign and com- 
mercial steamers to Tientsin was 
‘stopped completely. 

Russia Watches Closely. 

This quarrel was watched close- 
ly for possible effect on British- 
Russian negotiations for a mutual 
assistance agreement. Russia also 
has wide interests in the Far 
East. Some thought the Japanese 
action might be aimed at warning 
Britain not to go too far in build- 
ing her bloc of nations, and some 
believed it might have the oppo- 
site effect of driving Russia into 
Britain’s hands. ms 

In any case, William Strang, 
British foreign office expert, ar- 
rived in Moscow to negotiate the 
agreement. 

Disquieting reports ¢ame from 
Central Europe that Germany and 
Hungary were about to agree to 
divide what remains of Slovakia, 
little, nominally - independent 
country set up in March when 
Germany annexed Bohemia and 
Moravia. 

While official quarters in Ber- 
lin denied ‘.e reports, even the 
most optimistic Slovak National- 
ists in the capital, Bratislava, 
were alarmed, and in Berlin it- 
self foreign observers thought 
Germany and Hungary were pre- 
paring to take over the country.

RALPH PULITZER 
DIES IN NEW YORK 


Son of Newspaper Founder 
Fails to Rally After 
Operation. 


NEW YORK, June 14.—(A)— 
Ralph Pulitzer, 60,° retired news- 
paper editor and son of the late 
Joseph Pulitzer who founded a 
newspaper dynasty, died tonight 
of complications following an ab- 
dominal operation. 

Pulitzer, a vice president of the 
Pulitzer Publishing Company 
which operates the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch and once ran the famous 
New York World papers, was op- 
erated upon in Harkness Pavilion 
of the Presbyterian hospital on 
May l. 

Funeral services will be held at 
St. Thomas Episcopal church. 

He was born in St. Louis, Mo., 
and educated there and abroad by 
private tutors. He spent four years 
traveling abroad during his youth. 
Later he attended St. Mark’s school 
at Southboro, Mass., and Harvard, 
from which he was graduated with 
an A. B. degree, 

Pulitzer married Frederica Van- 
derbilt Webb, of New York, in 
1905. They were later divorced 
K. 
Leech, the author, 11 years ago. 

Pulitzer began newspaper work 
on the New Yorx World in 1900, 
and from 1906 to 1908 was vice 
president of the Press Publish- 
ing Company. He became presi- 
dent in 1911 and served for 19 
years in that capacity.

In discussing transfer of county 
functions to the state, Dr. Gosnell 
-said that it is estimated this move 
would relieve counties of $2,400,- 
000 in costs, representing “more 
than enough” to make up the 
losses, and that by allocating one 
cent more of the gas- tax, more 
than $3,000,000 would be provided 
the counties. 


Outlining a history of the ques- 
tion of tax exemption and limita- 
tion, which he termed a “lively 
issu> in Georgia for several years,” 
Dr. Gosnell said: 


Advantages Stated. 

“Although these exemptions 
have been in operation for only 
a year, some of their effects may 
be analyzed with profit at this 
early date.” : 

Setting forth advantages of the 
exemptions, Dr. Gosnell pointed 
out that homestead and property 
exemptions have relieved property 
owners to a considerable degree, 
and said: 

“Eventually, as the need be- 
comes more pressing, the whole 
tax system must be completely 
overhauled and modernized. In the 
past year, Georgians have become 
more tax conscious and have be- 
gun to study the tax system more 
seriously. 

Consolidatio1. Need Grows. 

“In the second place, as reve- 
nues of the counties of Georgia 
are seriously curtailed the demand

Fewer Calories, Not Magic, 
Called Key To Reducing

Well you're still hoping that 
somewhere there is a combination 


of foods that you can eat—in ad- 


dition to everything else — and 
grow slim! 

Some of the most charming and 
intelligent women want to know if 
there isn’t some truth in such ideas 
as the one that “you can eat a 
tomato and a hard-boiled egg a 
day and get thin, regardless of 
what else you eat.” 

It’s odd how the feminine mind 
clings to the combination idea for 
it’s only logical that you can never 
add something more to what you 
have and get less! Combining 
foods has no effect on adipose tis- 
sue, There are certain combina- 
tions on which you can reduce, 
such as the banana and skim milk 
diet but it isn’t that the bananas 
or skim milk scare off the pounds! 
You can reduce on this diet for the 
simple reason that your calorie in- 
take is limited to around 1,000 
calories. 

Many of you want to know if 
taking lemon juice every day will 


‘help you to lose weighte The juice 


of half a lemon in a glass of hot 
water, taken 30 minutes before 
breakfast, is a valuable addition to 
the reducer’s diet because it im- 
proves the elimination—but the 
lemon juice does not dissolve the 
fat! 

The fact of the matter is that 
there is no single food or group 
of foods which, included in the 
diet, will in any way act against 
the fat. Lemons, pickles, grape- 
fruit and grapejuice are rather 
commonly believed to have re- 
ducing qualities. They are all 
good foods but not in themselves 
reducing. By substituting low 
calorie foods such as fruit juices 
and salads for high calorie foods 
you lower the calorie intake and, 
therefore, lose weight. 

There are three essentials for a 
satisfactory reducing diet. First, 
the menu must be planned around 
the protective foods so that you 
are well fed and draw only on 
You cannot be well 


the high calories foods like fats 
must be cut down so as to allow 
for a variety of other foods in the 
menu. Third, have in the menu 
some foods which give a feeling of 
satisfaction, like a hot soup or a 
hot beverage. Every meal should 
include something hot. Also, there 
should be some bulky food, such 
as salad or a crunchy biscuit that 
can be chewed and chewed, and 
one food like lean meat or cheese 
which sticks to the ribs.

My 
mother-in-law’s serving table in the dining room has a center stand- 
ard. Too many dishes were put on one side and, in the middle of 
the dinner, the-table tipped over. No one could think for a minute 
because of the noisé of breaking china. 


Later in the evening, with a tray full of glasses, water, ginger 
ale and bottles, one of our men going into the big library slipped 
and dropped the entire tray on the floor. And as a final catas- 
trophe on Sunday afternoon, my husband, moving backwards across 
the grass by the swimming pool, almost sat on another tray of 
glasses and pop bottles! 


On each occasion their majesties remained completely calm and 
undisturbed. 


From the standpoint of the public, I think this country will have 
a kindlier feeling toward the English nation, because so many people 
saw and welcomed a smiling King and Queen. May it bring us 
Reace for many years to come. 


I had the pleasure yesterday of introducing to my husband the 
gentleman whose acquaintance I made on a plane flying from Oak- 
land, Cal, to Seattle, Wash., last spring. We were the only pas- 
sengers. Both of us enjoyed the sunrise and had our early break- 
fast together, and so had plenty of time to talk. Ever since then I 
felt I would like the President to meet and talk with Mr. Walter 
Leavitt, of Spokane, Wash. 


He arrived with his wife and son on Sunday evening, and I 
stopped at Nelly Johannesen’s, where they were staying, to guide 
them through the woods to ¢he big house on Monday morning. We 
all left for West Point a little after 10, and in about five minutes 
my husband and Mr. Leavitt were talking about trees, which was 
exactly what I had expected. 


At the gate at West Point, Mr. and Mrs.\ Leavitt got out and 
returned to their own car, while General Bendict got in with us. 
It was the first time that I had seen the graduation exercises held in 
the new, big armory. It is perhaps not as picturesque as it was out- 
of-doors, but it certainly is very convenient, and in case of rain, it 
will mean peace of mind for all those present. 


The President made the address and handed the diplomas to all 
the boys, which is quite an undertaking. I saw him stop the line 
several times to mop his brow. I had a special interest in one of 
the graduates because I had known him ever since he was strug- 
gling to get an appointment, so I was glad to see him come by 
with the first step in his career successfully over. In the after- 
noon he married a young lady who has had the patience to wait 
Six years, which I think augurs well for a happy future. 


_Afterwards an officer came up and told me of an interesting 
coincidence. President Theodore Rooseveit had given him his di- 
ome, 28 years before, and yesterday my husband gave a diploma 
Oo his son. 


We had a delicious luncheon in the garden of the superintend- 
ent’s quarters. It is a lovely spot, but my eyes are always held by 
the old copper beech tree.» It is the most beautiful tree I know of 
its kind, and I don’t wonder that people come from far away and 
ask to be allowed to see it. 


After the President and his staff started back for Washington, I 
stayed on a little while and then drove back over the Bear Moun- 
tain bridge all by myself, feeling for the first time that delicious 
sense of freedom when you really have no more obligations. 


In leisurely fashion I drove over to Fishkill Farms to thank 
Secretary and Mrs, Morgenthau for the «delicious strawberries which 
we all enjoyed at the picnic on Sunday, and received some extra 
quarters because they did not think Miss Thompson and 1 had had 
enough on Sunday. A puncture’on the way home delayed me, but 
nothing had to be done, so I could chat inconsequentially with some 
people at the garage.
